ning tradition  again  in  1 993.  The  boys'  team 
captured  the  Valley  League  Championship  by 
finishing  the  regular  season  undefeated,  9  —  0,  for  the 
tloifd  year  in  a  row.  We  took  top  honors  at  the  Pioneer 
Valley  Individual  Championships  in  November. 
Mark  Tromblay  took  7th  place  in  the  meet,  followed 
closely  by  Matt  Laraway  (12th),  Kevin  Sheran  (14th), 
and  Adam  Winseck  (25th).  The  girls'  team  did  not 
fare  quite  as  well  in  terms  of  their  record,  but  that 
does  not  reflect  the  tremendous  amount  of  time  and 
effort  the  girls  put  into  their  running.
